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HISTORICAL NOTE. 



TN the year 1785, King's Chapel, which be- 
fore the Revolution was held somewhat 
loosely under the jurisdiction of the Bishop 
of London, voted by a substantial majority 
of the proprietors to make certain changes in 
its Book of Common Prayer, in order to 
adapt that book the better to its own use. 
The church had been organized in accordance 
with the laws and customs of the Colony, 
appropriate to congregational churches, and 
there was no Bishop or Diocese present to 
interfere with its action. What it did was 
entirely legal, so far as the law of the land 
was concerned, and there was no ecclesiastical 
tribunal to forbid the step it was taking. 
That the church had no purpose to separate 
itself from other Episcopal churches in this 
country is made evident by its repeated at- 
tempts to secure Episcopal ordination for 
James Freeman, who had been officiating for 
several years as Lay Reader. When the 
Bishops who had come into Connecticut and 
New York refused to grant this ordination. 
King's Chapel began to understand the posi- 
tion of isolation it had assumed. It accepted 
the situation, however, rather than undo the 
changes it had made, and proceeded to ordain 
Mr. Freeman itself, in accordance with con- 
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Historical Note, 

gregational theories; thus establishing a 
precedent which has been followed in the 
settlement of all its Ministers since that time. 
Through the period of its history thus in- 
augurated the church has maintained a place 
of entire independence; having christian 
fellowship with many other churches, but 
subject to no denominational discipline or 
control.

PREFACE 

TO THE FIRST EDITION. 
MDCCLXXXV. 

TV/TANY truly great and learned men, of the 
Church of England, as well divines as lay- 
men, have earnestly wished to see their 
Liturgy reformed; but hitherto all attempts 
to reform it have proved ineffectual. The 
late happy revolution here hath forever 
separated all the Episcopal Societies in the 
United States of America from the Church of 
England, of which the King of that country 
is the supreme head, to whom all Archbishops, 
Bishops, Priests, and Deacons of that Church 
are obliged to take an oath of allegiance and 
supremacy, at the time of their consecration, 
or ordination. Being torn from that King 
and Church, the Society for whose use this 
Liturgy is published, think themselves at 
liberty, and well justified even by the declara- 
tions of the Church of England, in making 
such alterations as " the exigency of the 
times and occasions hath rendered expedient," 
and in expunging everything which gave, or 
might be suspected to give, offence to tender 
consciences; guiding themselves, however, by 
*' the holy Scriptures, which,*' they heartily 
agree with the Church of England, *' contain

all things necessary to salvation/' and that 
** whatsoever is not read therein, nor can be 
proved thereby, is not to be required of any 
man, that it should be believed as an article 
of faith, or be thought requisite or necessary 
to salvation." 

In the thirty-fourth of the Articles of the 
Church of England, it is declared, that *' it 
is not necessary that traditions and ceremonies 
be in all places one, or utterly like; for at all 
times they have been diverse, and may be 
changed according to the diversity of coun- 
tries, times, and men's manners, so that 
nothing be ordained against God's word." 
And by the twentieth of those Articles it is 
declared, that '* the Church hath power to 
decree rites and ceremonies, and authority 
in controversies of faith." What is there 
meant by the word Church, will appear from 
the nineteenth of those Articles, which de- 
clares, *' The visible Church of Christ is a 
Congregation of faithful men, in which the 
pure word of God is preached, and the sacra- 
ments be duly ministered, according to 
Christ's ordinance, in all those things that of 
necessity are requisite to the same. As the 
Church of Hierusalem, Alexandria, and An- 
tioch have erred, so also the Church of Rome 
hath erred, not only in living, and manner of 
ceremonies, but also in matters of faith." 
At the Reformation, when the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer of the Church of England was 
compiled, the Committee appointed to exe- 
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cute that business were obliged to proceed 
very tenderly and with great delicacy, for 
fear of offending the whole body of the people, 
just torn from the idolatrous Church of Rome; 
and many things were then retained, which 
have, in later times, given great offence to 
many truly pious Christians. 

The Liturgy, contained in this volume, is 
such as no Christian, it is supposed, can take 
offence at, or find his conscience wounded in 
repeating. The Trinitarian, the Unitarian, 
the Calvinist, the Arminian will read nothing 
in it which can give him any reasonable um- 
brage. God is the sole object of worship in 
these prayers; and as no man can come to 
God but by the one Mediator, Jesus Christ, 
every petition is here offered in his name, in 
obedience to his positive command.* The 
Gloria Patri, made and introduced into the 
Liturgy of the Church of Rome by the decree 
of Pope Damasus, towards the latter part of 
the fourth century, and adopted into the Book 
of Common Prayer, is not in this Liturgy. 
Instead of that doxology, doxologies from the 
pure word of God are introduced. It is not 
our wish to make proselytes to any particular 
system of opinions of any particular sect of 
Christians. Our earnest desire is to live in 
brotherly love and peace with all men, and 
especially with those who call themselves the 
disciples of Jesus Christ. 

'*' In the original preface a large number of texts were quoted in 
support of this position, which it was not thought necessary to 
insert at present.

In compiling this Liturgy great assistance 
hath been derived from the judicious correc- 
tions of the Reverend Mr. Lindsey, who hath 
reformed the Book of Common Prayer ac- 
cording to the Plan of the truly pious and 
justly celebrated Doctor Samuel Clarke. 
Several of Mr. Lindsey*s amendments are 
adopted entire. The alterations which are 
taken from him, and the others which are 
made, excepting the prayers for Congress and 
the General Court, are none of them novel- 
ties; for they have been proposed and justi- 
fied by some of the first divines of the Church 
of England. 

A few passages in the Psalter, which are 
liable to be misconstrued or misapplied, are 
printed in Italics, and are designed to be 
omitted in repeating the Psalms. 
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PREFACE 

TO THE EDITION OF 1918. 

CEVERAL editions of this book have been 
issued since 1785, and in all of them some 
changes have been made. None of these 
changes however have been of revolutionary 
character. Always there has been much 
preference for the old phrases, sanctified by 
long usage, and they have been abandoned or 
modified only in obedience to what seemed an 
imperative need. The book, as now printed, 
is somewhat notable for the fact that in a 
goodly number of instances there has been a 
restoration of the phraseology of the Freeman 
edition, where subsequent revisers had made 
a change. To some extent the Committee in 
charge of the present work, having tasted the 
new wine thought the old was better. But 
also some changes have been made in the 
other direction. Especially in the Te Deum 
and The Litany an attempt has been made to 
bring the language of the service into closer 
agreement with, what is taken to be the 
thought and feeling of enlightened religion 
at the present day. A briefer form of Com- 
munion Service has been added which will be 
of use on special occasions. Attention is 
called to the prayers of this service, which 
are among the oldest in Christian literature. 
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One IS from a very ancient Greek liturgy, 
and the two others are from the manuscript 
discovered in recent years called The Teach- 
ing of the Twelve Apostles. In dealing with 
the Psalter it was deemed most expedient to 
adopt the version probably best known to 
people who are likely henceforth to attend 
the services in King's Chapel, that of the 
so-called '* King James* '* Bible. Save in one 
verse, where a better translation is generally 
acknowledged, that version (with omissions) 
has been consistently followed. As the 
Psalms are too long to be read entire in a 
modern church service such parts of them 
have been taken as seemed most desirable 
for public reading. The Committee has sub- 
mitted the changes it decided to recommend, 
as far as possible, to the consideration of all 
members of the congregation. The Book, 
as now printed, has been approved by the 
Vestry acting under the authority of a vote 
passed by the Proprietors of King's Chapel. 
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TABLE OF HOLY DAYS. 

nPHE Christian year begins with Advent — the 
-*■ Coming of Christ. The four Sundays in Advent 
precede the Great Festival of our Saviour's Nativity. 
The First Sunday in Advent is always the nearest 
Sunday, before or after, the Feast of St. Andrew (the 
first-called Apostle), which is on the 30th day of No- 
vember. It is therefore on one of the seven days from 
November 27 to December 3. 

Christmas — the Nativity of our Lord. This 
occurs on the 25th day of December. The Festival 
includes twelve days to the Epiphany. Twelfth Night 
is the twelfth from Christmas. 

Epiphany — the Manifestation of Christ to the Gen- 
tiles, is on the 6th of January. This applies particu- 
larly to the manifestation to the Wise Men of the East; 
and indirectly, to the manifestation at his Baptism, 
and to the manifestation of his miraculous powers at 
the Marriage Feast. The Sundays after Epiphany 
are numbered to Septuagesima Sunday, from one to 
six, according as Easter comes earlier or later. 

Septuagesima Sunday is the third before Lent, 
and nearly the 70th day before Easter. 

Sexagesima Sunday is the second before Lent. 

QuiNQUAGESiMA SuNDAY is the next before Lent. 

Ash-Wednesday is the first day of Lent. The 
name is derived from Ashes, symbolic of fasting and 
self-mortification. 

• • • 
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Table of Holy Days, 

Lent — the Fast of Forty Days before Easter. 
From Ash- Wednesday to Easter are forty-six days; 
but the six Sundays are not counted, because it is not 
the custom of the Church to fast on Sundays, when we 
commemorate so great a blessing as our Saviour's resur- 
rection. 

Holy Week — the week before Easter. 

Palm Sunday — day of Christ's Entrance into 
Jerusalem, is the next before Easter. 

Good Friday — day of the Crucifixion, is the third 
day before Easter. 

Easter — day of the Resurrection. Easter Day, 
on which the other Movable Feasts and Fasts depend, 
is the first Sunday after the full moon which happens 
upon, or next after, the 2ist day of March, the Vernal 
Equinox. If the full moon is on a Sunday, Easter 
Day is the Sunday after. Easter Day, from being 
nearly coincident with the Jewish Passover, and also 
because of the analogy between the sacrifice of Christ 
and that of the lamb of the Paschal feast, is often 
alluded to in the same terms; and most nations give 
it a name derived from the Greek name of the Pass- 
over, Pascha. 

Ascension Day, called also Holy Thursday, is the 
fortieth day after Easter. 

Whitsunday — giving of the Holy Spirit, is the 
fiftieth day after Easter. Whitsunday is probably so 
called because, this day being one of the stated times 
for baptism in the ancient Church, those who were 
baptized were clothed in white garments, as a type of 
spiritual purity. 

The coincidence of this feast with the Jewish Festi- 
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Table of Holy Days, 

val of Pentecost, held in commemoration of the giving 
of the Law from Sinai, on the fiftieth day of the de- 
parture of the Israelites from Egypt, has caused this 
feast to be recognized as analogous to that, and often 
to be called by that name. 

After Whitsunday, twenty-eight Sundays, or fewer, 
from about the middle of May to Advent, complete 
the year. 

All Saints' Day is the first day of November. 
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It is not intended that the minister should be confined to the 
chapters selected in the above table, nor that every chapter should 
be read through. The minister is at liberty to change the Lesson 
whenever he thinks proper so to do; and also to read a portion only 
of the appointed chapter, if it is not convenient to read the whole. 
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The appointed Lessons from the New Testament are to be found 
under the daily Collects. The Gospel is to be read in the morning, 
and the Epistle in the evening. 

Proper Psalms for i)articular days are to be found by referring to 
the Table of Contents.

These 
things were done in Bethabara, beyond 
Jordan, where John was baptizing.

Then he which 
had received the one talent came, and said, 
Lord, I knew thee, that thou art an hard man, 
reaping where thou hast not sown, and gather- 
ing where thou hast not strawed; and I was 
afraid, and went and hid thy talent in the 
earth; lo, there thou hast that is thine. His 
lord answered, and said unto him. Thou 
wicked and slothful servant, thou knewest 
that I reap where I sowed not, and gather 
where I have not strawed; thou oughtest, 
therefore, to have put my money to the ex- 
changers, and then at my coming I should 
have received mine own with usury. Take, 
therefore, the talent from him, and give it 
unto him which hath ten talents. For unto 
every one that hath shall be given, and he 
shall have abundance; but from him that 
hath not, shall be taken away even that which 
he hath. And cast ye the unprofitable serv- 
ant into outer darkness ; there shall be weep- 
ing and gnashing of teeth.

When they had 
heard the king, they departed; and lo, the 
star which they saw in the east went before 
them, till it came and stood over where the 
young child was. When they saw the star, 
they rejoiced with exceeding great joy. 
And when they were come into the house, 
they saw the young child with Mary his 
mother, and fell down and worshipped him; 
and when they had opened their treasures, 
they presented untq him gifts; gold, and 
frankincense, and myrrh. And being warned 
of God in a dream, that they should not 
return to Herod, they departed into their 
own country another way.

T^OR this cause, I Paul, the prisoner of 
Jesus Christ for you Gentiles, if ye "have 
heard of the dispensation of the grace of 
God, which is given me to you-ward; how 
that by revelation he made known unto me 
the mystery, (as I wrote afore in a few words, 
whereby, when ye read, ye may understand 
my knowledge in the mystery of Christ,)

which in other ages was not made known unto 
the sons of men, as it is now revealed unto his 
holy apostles and prophets by the Spirit; 
that the Gentiles should be fellow heirs, and 
of the same body, and partakers of his promise 
in Christ, by the gospel ; whereof I was made 
a minister, according to the gift of the grace 
of God given unto me by the effectual work- 
ing of his power. Unto me, who am less 
than the least of all saints, is this grace given, 
that I should preach among the Gentiles the 
unsearchable riches of Christ; and to make 
all men see what is the fellowship of the mys- 
tery, which from the beginning of the world 
hath been hid in God, who created all things 
by Jesus Christ ; to the intent that now 
unto the principalities and powers in heav- 
enly places might be known, by the church, 
the manifold wisdom of God, according to the 
eternal purpose which he purposed in Christ 
Jesus our Lord; in whom we have boldness, 
and access with confidence by the faith of 
him.

And he 
went down with them, and came to Nazareth, 
and was subject unto them; but his mother 
kept all these sayings in her heart. And 
Jesus increased in wisdom and stature, and 
in favor with God and man.

And there were set 
there six water-pots of stone, after the manner 
of the purifying of the Jews, containing two 
or three firkins apiece. Jesus saith unto 
them. Fill the water-pots with water. And 
they filled them up to the brim. And he 
saith unto them, Draw out now, and bear 
unto the governor of the feast. And they 
bare it. When the ruler of the feast had 
tasted the water that was made wine, and 
knew not whence it was, (but the servants 
which drew the water knew,) the governor of 
the feast called the bridegroom, and saith 
unto him. Every man at the beginning doth 
set forth good wine; and when men have well 
drunk, then that which is worse; but thou 
hast kept the good wine until now. This 
beginning of miracles did Jesus in Cana of 
Galilee, and manifested forth his glory; and 
his disciples believed on him.

IJAVING then gifts, differing according to 
the grace that is given to us, whether 
prophecy, let us prophesy according to the 
proportion of faith; or ministry, let us wait 
on our ministering; or he that teacheth, on 
teaching; or he that exhorteth, on exhorta- 
tion; he that giveth, let him do it with sim- 
plicity; he that ruleth, with diligence; he 
that showeth mercy, with cheerfulness.

And when 
they had received it, they murmured against 
the good man of the house, saying, These last 
have wrought but one hour, and thou hast 
made them equal unto us, which have borne 
the burden and heat of the day. But he 
answered one of them, and said. Friend, I do 
thee no wrong. Didst thou not agree with 
me for a penny? Take that thine is, and go 
thy way. I will give unto this last even as 
unto thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what 
I will with mine own? Is thine eye evil, be- 
cause I am good? So the last shall be first, 
and the first last; for many be called, but 
few chosen.

And other fell on good ground, 
and sprang up, and bare fruit an hundred- 
fold. And when he had said these things, he 
cried. He that hath ears to hear, let him hear. 
And his disciples asked him, saying. What 
might this parable be? And he said. Unto 
you it is given to know the mysteries of the 
kingdom of God; but to others in parables; 
that seeing they might not see, and hearing 
they might not understand. Now the parable 
is this. The seed is the word of God. Those 
by the wayside are they that hear; then 
cometh the devil, and taketh away the word 
out of their hearts, lest they should believe 
and be saved. They on the rock are they 
which, when they hear, receive the word with 
joy; and these have no root; which for a while 
believe, and in time of temptation fall away. 
And that which fell among thorns, are they 
which, when they have heard, go forth, and 
are choked with cares, and riches, and pleas- 
ures of this life, and bring no fruit to perfec- 
tion. But that on the good ground, are they 
which, in an honest and good heart, having 
heard the word, keep it, and bring forth fruit 
with patience.

weariness and painfulness, in watchings often, 
in hunger and thirst, in fastings often, in 
cold and nakedness; beside those things that 
are without, that which cometh upon me 
daily, the care of all the churches. Who is 
weak, and I am not weak? who is offended, 
and I burn not? If I must needs glory, I 
will glory of the things which concern mine

Charity 
suffereth long, and is kind; charity envieth 
not ; charity vaunteth not itself, is not puffed 
up, doth not behave itself unseemly, seeketh 
not her own, is not easily provoked, thinketh 
no evil; rejoiceth not in iniquity, but re- 
joiceth in the truth; beareth all things, be- 
lieveth all things, hopeth all things, endureth 
all things. Charity never faileth ; but whether 
there be prophecies, they shall fail; whether 
there be tongues, they shall cease; whether 
there be knowledge, it shall vanish away. 
For we know in part, and we prophesy in 
part. But when that which is perfect is 
come, then that which is in part shall bie done 
away. When I was a child, I spake as a 
child, I understood as a child, I thought as a 
child; but when I became a man, I put away 
childish things. For now we see through a 
glass, darkly; but then face to face. Now I 
know in part; but then shall I know, even 
as also I am known. And now abide th 
faith, hope, charity, these three; but the 
greatest of these is charity.

For the 
sun is no sooner risen with a burning heat, 
but it withereth the grass, and the flower 
thereof falleth, and the grace of the fashion 
of it perisheth ; so also shall the rich man fade 
away in his ways. Blessed is the man that 
endureth temptation; for, when he is tried, 
he shall receive the crown of life, which the 
Lord hath promised to them that love him. 
Let no man say, when he is tempted, I am 
tempted of God ; for God cannot be tempted 
with evil, neither tempteth he any man;

THE GOSPEL. 
St. Luke xi. 14. 

JESUS was casting out a devil, and it was 
dumb. And it came to pass, when the 
devil was gone out, the dumb spake. And 
the people wondered ; but some of them said. 
He casteth out devils through Beelzebub, the 
chief of the devils. And others, tempting 
him, sought of him a sign from heaven. But 
he, knowing their thoughts, said unto them. 
Every kingdom divided against itself, is 
brought to desolation; and a house divided 
against a house, falleth. If Satan also be 
divided against himself, how shall his king- 
dom stand? because ye say that I cast out 
devils through Beelzebub. And if I by 
Beelzebub cast out devils, by whom do your 
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sons cast them out? therefore shall they be 
your judges. But if I with the finger of God 
cast out devils, no doubt the kingdom of 
God is come upon you. When a strong man 
armed keepeth his palace, his goods are in 
peace; but when a stronger than he shall 
come upon him, and overcome him, he taketh 
from him all his armor wherein he trusted, 
and divideth his spoils. He that is not with 
me, is against me; and he that gathereth not 
with me, scattereth. . When the unclean 
spirit is gone out of a man, he walketh through 
dry places, seeking rest; and, finding none, 
he saith, I will return unto my house, whence 
I came out. And when he cometh, he findeth 
it swept and garnished. Then goeth he, 
and taketh to him seven other spirits more 
wicked than himself; and they enter in, and 
dwell there; and the last state of that man 
is worse than the first. 



THE EPISTLE. 
Ephes. V. I. 

"DE ye therefore followers of God, as dear 
children; and walk in love, as Christ 
also hath loved us, and hath given himself 
for us, an offering and a sacrifice to God for 
a sweet-smelling savor. But fornication, and 
all uncleanness, or covetousness, let it not 
be once named among you, as becometh 
saints; neither filthiness, nor foolish talking, 
nor jesting, which are not convenient; but 
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rather giving of thanks. For this ye know, 
that no whoremonger, nor unclean person, 
nor covetous man, who is an idolater, hath 
any inheritance in the kingdom of Christ 
and of God. Let no man deceive you with 
vain words; for because of these things 
Cometh the wrath of God upon the children 
of disobedience. Be not ye therefore par- 
takers with them. For ye were sometimes 
darkness, but now are ye light in the Lord; 
walk as children of light, (for the fruit of the 
Spirit is in all goodness, and righteousness, 
and truth,) proving what is acceptable unto 
the Lord. And have no fellowship with the 
unfruitful works of darkness, but rather re- 
prove them; for it is a shame even to speak 
of those things which are done of them in 
secret. But all things that are reproved, 
are made manifest by the light; for whatso- 
ever doth make manifest, is light. Where- 
fore he saith, Awake, thou that sleepest, 
and arise from the dead, and Christ shall give 
thee light.

Q GOD, the life of the faithful, the joy of 
the righteous, mercifully receive the 
prayers of thy suppliants, that the souls which 
thirst for thy promises may evermore be 
filled from thine abundance, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.

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THE GOSPEL. 
St. John vi. I. 

JESUS went over the sea of Galilee, which is 
the sea of Tiberias. And a great multi- 
tude followed him, because they saw his 
miracles which he did on them that were 
diseased. And Jesus went up into a moun- 
tain, and there he sat with his disciples. And 
the Passover, a feast of the Jews, was nigh. 
When Jesus then lifted up his eyes, and saw 
a great company come unto him, he saith 
unto Philip, Whence shall we buy bread, 
that these may eat? (And this he said to 
prove him; for he himself knew what he 
would do.) Philip answered him. Two hun- 
dred pennyworth of bread is not sufficient 
for them, that every one of them may take a 
little. One of his disciples, Andrew, Simon 
Peter's brother, saith unto him. There is a 
lad here, which hath five barley loaves, and 
two small fishes; but what are they among so 
many? And Jesus said. Make the men sit 
down. Now there was much grass in the 
place. So the men sat down, in number 
about five thousand. And Jesus took the 
loaves; and when he had given thanks, he 
distributed to the disciples, and the disciples 
to them that were set down, and likewise of 
the fishes, as much as they would. When 
they were filled, he said unto his disciples, 
Gather up the fragments that remain, that 
nothing be lost. Therefore they gathered 
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them together, and filled ti^elve baskets with 
the fragments of the five barley loaves, which 
remained over and above unto them that 
had eaten. Then those men, when they had 
seen the miracle that Jesus did, said, This is 
of a truth that Prophet that should come into 
the world. 



THE EPISTLE. 
James iv. 8. 
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I RAW nigh to God, and he will draw nigh 
to you. Cleanse your hands, ye sinners; 
and purify your hearts, ye double-minded. 
Be afflicted, and mourn, and weep; let your 
laughter be turned to mourning, and your 
joy to heaviness. Humble yourselves in the 
sight of the Lord, and he shall lift you up. 
Speak not evil one of another, brethren. 
He that speaketh evil of his brother, and 
judgeth his brother, speaketh evil of the law, 
and judgeth the law; but if thou judge the 
law, thou art not a doer of the law, but a 
judge. There is one Law-giver, who is able 
to save and to destroy.

St. John viii. 46. 

JESUS said, Which of you convinceth me 
of sin? And if I say the truth, why do ye 
not believe me? He that is of God, heareth 
God's words; ye therefore hear them not, 
because ye are not of God. Then answered 
the Jews, and said unto him, Say we not well, 
that thou art a Samaritan, and hast a devil? 
Jesus answered, I have not a devil; but I 
honor my Father, and ye do dishonor me. 
And I seek not mine own glory; there is one 
that seeketh and judgeth. Verily, verily, I 
say unto you. If a man keep my saying, he 
shall never see death. Then said the Jews 
unto him. Now we know that thou hast a 
devil. Abraham is dead, and the prophets; 
and thou sayest. If a man keep my saying, 
he shall never taste of death. Art thou 
greater than our Father Abraham, which is 
dead? and the prophets are dead: whom 
makest thou thyself? Jesus answered, If I 
honor myself, my honor is nothing; it is my 
Father that honoreth me, of whom ye say, 
that he is your God ; yet ye have not known 
him; but I know him; and if I should say, 
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I know him not, I shall be a liar like unto 
you; but I know him, and keep his saying. 
Your father Abraham rejoiced to see my day: 
and he saw it alnd was glad. Then said the 
Jews unto him. Thou art not yet fifty years 
old, and hast thou seen Abraham? Jesus 
said unto them. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Before Abraham was, I am. Then took 
they up stones to cast at him ; but Jesus hid 
himself, and went out of the temple.

Heb. ix. II. 

/^^HRIST, being come, an high-priest of 
good things to come, by a greater and 
more perfect tabernacle, not made with 
hands, that is to say, not of this building; 
neither by the blood of goats and calves, but 
by his own blood, he entered in once into 
the holy place, having obtained eternal re- 
demption for us. For if the blood of bulls 
and of goats, and the ashes of an heifer sprink- 
ling the unclean, sanctifieth to the purifying 
of the flesh, how much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal Spirit 
offered himself without spot to God, purge 
your conscience from dead works to serve the 
living God? And for this cause he is the 
Mediator of the new testament, that by 
means of death for the redemption of the 
transgressions that were under the first 
testament, they which are called might re- 
ceive the promise of eternal inheritance.

Go ye into the 
village over against you; in the which at 
your entering ye shall find a colt tied, whereon 
yet never man sat: loose him, and bring him 
hither. And if any man ask you. Why do ye 
loose him? thus shall ye say unto him. Be- 
cause the Lord hath need of him. And they 
that were sent went their way, and found even 
as he had said unto them. And as they were 
loosing the colt, the owners thereof said unto 
them. Why loose ye the colt? And they 
said, The Lord hath need of him. And they 
brought him to Jesus; and they cast their 
garments upon the colt, and they set Jesus 
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thereon. And as he went, they spread their 
clothes in the way. And when he was come 
nigh, even now at the descent of the Mount 
of Olives, the whole multitude of the disciples 
began to rejoice and praise God with a loud 
voice for all the mighty works that they had 
seen; saying, Blessed be the King that 
Cometh in the name of the Lord; peace in 
heaven, and glory in the highest. And some 
of the Pharisees from among the multitude 
said unto him, Master, rebuke thy disciples. 
And he answered and said unto them, I tell 
you that, if these should hold their peace, 
the stones would immediately cry out. And 
when he was come near, he beheld the city, 
and wept over it, saying. If thou hadst known, 
even thou, at least in this thy day, the things 
which belong unto thy peace! but now they 
are hid from thine eyes. For the days shall 
come upon thee, that thine enemies shall cast 
a trench about thee, and compass thee round, 
and keep thee in on every side, and shall lay 
thee even with the ground, and thy children 
within thee; and they shall not leave in thee 
one stone upon another ; because thou knewest 
not the time of thy visitation. 

THE EPISTLE. 
Phil. ii. 4. 

T OOK not every man on his own things, 

but every man also on the things of others. 

Let this mind be in you, which was also in 
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Qirist Jesus; who, being in the form of God, 
thought it not robbery to be equal with God, 
but made himself of no reputation, and took 
upon him the form of a servant, and was 
made in the likeness of men; and, being 
found in fashion as a man, he humbled him- 
self, and became obedient unto death, even 
the death of the cross. Wherefore God also 
hath highly exalted him and given him a 
name which is above every name: that at 
the name of Jesus every knee should bow, 
of things in heaven, and things in earth, and 
things under the earth ; and that every tongue 
should confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to 
the glory of God the Father.

St. John xix. i6. 

A ND they took Jesus and led him away. 
And he, bearing his cross, went forth into 
a place called the Place of a Skull, which is 
called in the Hebrew, Golgotha; where they 
crucified him, and two others with him, on 
either side one, and Jesus in the midst. And 
Pilate wrote a title, and put it on the cross; 
and the writing was, Jesus of Nazareth, 
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THE King of the Jews. This title then read 
many of the Jews; for the place where Jesus 
was crucified was nigh to the city; and it was 
written in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latin. 
Then said the chief priests of the Jews to 
Pilate, Write not, The King of the Jews; 
but that he said, I am King of the Jews. 
Pilate answered. What I have written, I 
have written. Then the soldiers, when they 
had crucified Jesus, took his garments, and 
made four parts, to every soldier a part; and 
also his coat. Now the coat was without 
seam, woven from the top throughout. They 
said therefore among themselves. Let us not 
rend it, but cast lots for it, whose it shall be, 
that the Scripture might be fulfilled, which 
saith. They parted my raiment among them, 
and for my vesture they did cast lots. These 
things therefore the soldiers did. Now there 
stood by the cross of Jesus, his mother, and 
his mother's sister, Mary the wife of Cleo- 
phas, and Mary Magdalene. When Jesus 
therefore saw his mother and the disciple 
standing by, whom he loved, he saith unto 
his mother, Woman, behold thy son! Then 
saith he to the disciple, Behold thy mother! 
And from that hour that disciple took her 
unto his own home. After this, Jesus, know- 
ing that all things were now accomplished, 
that the Scripture might be fulfilled, saith, I 
thirst. Now there was set a vessel full of 
vinegar; and they filled a sponge with vinegar, 
and put it upon hyssop, and put it to his 
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mouth. When Jesus therefore had received 
the vinegar, he said, It is finished; and he 
bowed his head, and gave up the ghost. 

THE EPISTLE. 
Heb. X. I. 

T^HE law, having a shadow of good things to 
come, and not the very image of the 
things, can never, with those sacrifices which 
they offered year by year continually, make 
the comers thereunto perfect. For then 
would they not have ceased to be offered, 
because that the worshippers, once purged, 
should have had no more conscience of sins? 
But in those sacrifices there is a remembrance 
again made of sins every year. For it is 
not possible that the blood of bulls and of 
goats should take away sins. Wherefore, 
when he cometh into the world, he saith. 
Sacrifice and offering thou wouldest not, 
but a body hast thou prepared me. In 
bumt-offerings and sacrifices for sin thou hast 
had no pleasure. Then said I, Lo, I come 
(in the volume of the book it is written of 
me,) to do thy will, O God. Above, when he 
said. Sacrifice and offering, and burnt-offer- 
ings, and offering for sin, thou wouldest not, 
neither hadst pleasure therein, which are 
olFered by the law; then said he, Lo, I come 
to do thy will, O God. He taketh away the 
first, that he may establish the second. By 
the which will we are sanctified through the 
o£Feringof the body of Jesus Christ once for all. 
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Easter Even, 

r\ GOD, who hast caused the light of the 
life eternal to shine upon the world, we 
pray th^t at this holy season our minds may 
be so kindled with heavenly desires, and thy 
love so shed abroad in all our hearts, that we 
may cpntinually seek the things which are 
above; and that, abiding in purity, we may 
finally attain unto thine everlasting kingdom.

St. John XX. I. 

T^HE first day of the week cometh Mary 

Magdalene early, when it was yet dark, 

unto the sepulchre, and seeth the stone taken 
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away from the sepulchre. Then she runneth, 
and Cometh to Simon Peter, and to the other 
disciple, whom Jesus loved, and saith unto 
them, They have taken away the Lord out 
of the sepulchre, and we know not where they 
have laid him. Peter therefore went forth, 
and that other disciple, and came to the 
sepulchre. So th6y ran both together; and 
the other disciple did outrun Peter, and came 
first to the sepulchre; and he stooping down, 
and looking in, saw the linen clothes lying; 
yet went he not in. Then cometh Simon 
Peter, following him, and went into the 
sepulchre, and seeth the linen clothes lie, 
and the napkin, that was about his head, not 
lying with the linen clothes, but wrapped 
together in a place by itself. Then went in 
also that other disciple, which came first to 
the sepulchre, and he saw, and believed. 
For as yet they knew not the Scripture, that 
he must rise again from the dead. Then the 
disciples went away again unto their own 
home. 



THE EPISTLE. 
Col. iii. I. 

TF ye then be risen with Christ, seek those 
things which are above, where Christ 
sitteth on the right hand of God. Set your 
affection on things above, not on things on 
the earth. For ye are dead, and your life is 
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hid with Christ in God. When Christ, who 
is our life, shall appear, then shall ye also 
appear with him in glory. Mortify therefore 
your members which are upon the earth; 
fornication, uncleanness, inordinate affection, 
evil concupiscence, and covetousness, which 
is idolatry; for which things* sake the wrath 
of God Cometh on the children of disobedience ; 
in the which ye also walked some time, when 
ye lived in them. But now ye also put away 
all these; anger, wrath, malice, blasphemy, 
filthy communication out of your mouth. 
Lie not one to another, seeing that ye have 
put off the old man with his deeds, and have 
put on the new man, which is renewed in 
knowledge after the image of him that created 
him; where there is neither Greek nor Jew, 
circumcision nor uncircumcision, Barbarian, 
Scythian, bond nor free; but Christ is all 
and in all.

TTHE same day at evening, being the first 
day of the week, when the doors were 
shut, where the disciples were assembled, for 
fear of the Jews, came Jesus and stood in the 
midst, and saith unto them, Peace be unto 
you. And when he had so said, he showed 
unto them his hands and his side. Then 
were the disciples glad, when they saw the 
Lord. Then said Jesus to them again, Peace 
be unto you. As my Father hath sent me, 
even so send I you. And when he had said 
this, he breathed on them, and said unto 
them. Receive ye the Holy Ghost. Whose 
soever sins ye remit, they are remitted unto 
them; and whose soever sins ye retain, they 
are retained. 

THE EPISTLE. 
I John V. 4. 

WHATSOEVER is born of God over- 
cometh the world; and this is the vic- 
tory that overcometh the world, even our 
faith. Who is he that overcometh the world, 
but he that believeth that Jesus is the Son of 
God? This is he that came by water and 
blood, even Jesus Christ; not by water only, 
but by water and blood. And it is the 
Spirit that beareth witness, because the Spirit 
is truth. And there are three that bear wit- 
ness on earth, the Spirit, and the water, and 
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the blood; and these three agree in one. If 
we receive the witness of men, the witness of 
God is greater; for this is the witness of God, 
which he hath testified of his Son. He that 
believeth on the Son of God hath the witness 
in himself; he that believeth not God, hath 
made him a liar, because he believeth not 
the record that God gave of his Son. And 
this is the record, that God hath given to us 
eternal life, and this life is in his Son. He 
that hath the Son, hath life; and he that hath 
not the Son of God, hath not life.

As 
the Father knoweth me, even so know I the 
Father; and I lay down my life for the sheep. 
And other sheep I have, which are not of this 
fold ; them also I must bring, and they shall 
hear my voice; and there shall be one fold, 
and one shepherd.

I Pet. ii. 19. 

T^HIS is thankworthy, if a man, for con- 
science toward God, endure grief, suffer- 
ing wrongfully. For what glory is it, if, 
when ye be buffeted for your faults, ye shall 
take it patiently? But if, when ye do well, 
and suffer for it, ye take it patiently, this 
is acceptable with God. For even hereunto 
were ye called; because Christ also suffered 
for us, leaving us an example, that ye should 
follow his steps; who did no sin, neither was 
guile found in his mouth ; who, when he was 
reviled, reviled not again; when he suffered, 
he threatened not, but committed himself 
to him that judgeth righteously; who his 
own self bare our sins in his own body on the 
tree; that we, being dead to sin, should live 
imto righteousness ; by whose stripes ye were 
healed. For ye were as sheep going astray; 
but are now returned unto the Shepherd and 
Bishop of your souls.

many infallible proofs; being seen of them 
forty days, and speaking of the things per- 
taining to the kingdom of God.

which, saith he, ye have heard of me. For 
John truly baptized with water; but ye shall 
be baptized with the Holy Ghost, not many 
days hence. When they therefore were come 
together, they asked of him, saying. Lord, 
wilt thou at this time restore again the king- 
dom to Israel? And he said unto them, It is 
not for you to know the times or the seasons, 
which the Father hath put in his own power. 
But ye shall receive power after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you; and ye shall be 
witnesses unto me, both in Jerusalem, and in 
all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto the utter- 
most part of the earth. And when he had 
spoken these things, while they beheld, he 
was taken up, and a cloud received him out of 
their sight. And while they looked stead- 
fastly toward heaven, as he went up, behold, 
two men stood by them in white apparel; 
which also said. Ye men of Galilee, why stand 
ye gazing up into heaven? This same Jesus 
which is taken up from you into heaven, shall 
so come in like manner as ye have seen him 
go into heaven.

If a man love me, he will keep my 
words; and my Father will love him, and we 
will come unto him, and make our abode with 
him. He that loveth me not, keepeth not 
my sayings; and the word which ye hear, is 
not mine, but the Father's, which sent me. 
These things have I spoken unto you, being 
yet present with you; but the Comforter, 
which is the Holy Ghost, whom the Father 
will send in my name, he shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to your remem- 
brance, whatsoever I have said unto you. 
Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto 
you; not as the world giveth, give I unto 
you. Let not your heart be troubled, neither 
let it be afraid. Ye have heard how I said 
unto you, I go away, and come again unto 
you. If ye loved me, ye would rejoice, be- 
cause I said, I go unto the Father; for my 
Father is greater than I. And now I have 
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told you before it come to pass, that, when it 
is come to pass, ye might believe. Hereafter, 
I will not talk much with you ; for the prince 
of this world cometh, and hath nothing in 
me. But that the world may know that I 
love the Father, and as the Father gave me 
commandment, even so I do.

with him. Jesus answered and said unto 
him, Verily, verily, I say unto thee, except a 
man be born again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God. Nicodemus saith unto him. How 
can a man be born when he is old? can he 
enter the second time into his mother's womb, 
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and be born? Jesus answered, Verily, verily, 
I say unto thee, except a man be born of 
water and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into 
the kingdom of God. That which is born of 
the flesh, is flesh; and that which is born of 
the Spirit, is spirit. Marvel not that I said 
unto thee. Ye must be born again. The 
wind bloweth where it listeth, and thou hear- 
est the sound thereof, but canst not tell 
whence it cometh, and whither it goeth; so 
is every one that is born of the Spirit. Nico- 
demus answered and said unto him. How can 
these things be? Jesus answered and said 
unto him. Art thou a master of Israel, and 
knowest not these things? Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee, We speak that we do know, and 
testify that we have seen ; and ye receive not 
our witness. If I have told you earthly 
things, and ye believe not, how shall ye be- 
lieve, if I tell you of heavenly things? And 
no man hath ascended up to heaven, but he 
that came down from heaven, even the Son 
of man, which is in heaven. And as Moses 
lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, even 
so must the Son of man be lifted up; that 
whosoever believeth in him, should not perish, 
but have eternal life.

Rev. iv. I. 

A FTER this I looked, and, behold, a door 

was opened in heaven; and the first 

voice which I heard was as it were of a trum- 
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pet talking with me; which said, Come up 
hither, and I will show thee things which 
must be hereafter. And immediately I was 
in the spirit; and behold, a throne was set 
in heaven, and one sat on the throne; and he 
that sat, was to look upon like a jasper and a 
sardine stone; and there was a rainbow 
round about the throne, in sight like unto an 
emerald.

And beside all this, between us and 
you there is a great gulf fixed; so that they 
which would pass from hence to you, cannot; 
neither can they pass to us, that would come 
from thence. Then he said, I pray thee 
therefore, father, that thou wouldest send 
him to my father's house; for I have five 
brethren; that he may testify unto them, 
lest they also come into this place of torment. 
Abraham saith unto him. They have Moses 
and the prophets, let them hear them. And 
he said. Nay, father Abraham; but if one 
went unto them from the dead, they will re- 
pent. And he said unto him. If they hear 
not Moses and the prophets, neither will they 
be persuaded, though one rose from the dead.

Herein is 
our love made perfect, that we may have 
boldness in the day of judgment; because as 
he is, so are we in this world. There is no 
fear in love; but perfect love casteth out fear; 
because fear hath torment; he that feareth 
is not made perfect in love. We love him, 
because he first loved us. If a man say, I 
love God, and hateth his brother, he is a 
liar; for he that loveth not his brother whom 
he hath seen, how can he love God whom he 
hath not seen? And this commandment 
have we from him, That he who loveth God, 
love his brother also.

Rejoice with me, for I have found the piece 
which I had lost. Likewise I say unto you, 
there is joy in the presence of the angels of 
God, over one sinner that repenteth.

It is 
God that justifieth; who is he that condemn- 
eth? It is Christ that died, yea, rather, that 
is risen again, who is even at the right hand 
of God, who also maketh intercession for us.

For he was astonished, 
and all that were with him, at the draught of 
the fishes which they had taken ; and so was 
also James and John, the sons of Zebedee, 
which were partners with Simon. And Jesus 
said unto Simon, Fear not; from henceforth 
thou shalt catch men. And when they had 
brought their ships to land, they forsook all, 
and followed him.

"DE ye all of one mind, having compassion 
one of another; love as brethren, be 
pitiful, be courteous; not rendering evil for 
evil, or railing for railing, but contrariwise, 
blessing; knowing that ye are thereunto 
called, that ye should inherit a blessing.

Ye have heard that it was said by them of old 
time, Thou shalt not kill ; and whosoever shall 
kill, shall be in danger of the judgment. But 
I say unto you, that whosoever is angry with 
his brother, without a. cause, shall be in danger 
of the judgment; and whosoever shall say to 
his brother, Raca, shall be in danger of the 
council; but whosoever shall say. Thou fool, 
shall be in danger of hell fire. Therefore, if 
thou bring thy gift to the altar, and there re- 
memberest' that thy brother hath aught 
against thee, leave there thy gift before the 
altar and go thy way; first be reconciled to 
thy brother, and then come and offer thy 
gift. Agree with thine adversary quickly, 
whilst thou art in the way with him; lest at 
any time the adversary deliver thee to the 
judge, and the judge deliver thee to the 
officer, and thou be cast into prison. Verily 
I say unto thee, thou shalt by no means come 
oilt thence^ till thou hast paid the uttermost 
farthing. 

THE EPISTLE. 
Rom. vi. 3. 

I^NOW ye not, that so many of us as were 
baptized into Jesus Christ, were bap- 
tized into his death? Therefore we are 
buried with him by baptism into death; that 
like as Christ was raised up from the dead 
by the glory of the Father, even so we also 
should walk in newnevss of life. For if we 
have been planted together in the likeness of 
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his death, we shall be also in the likeness of 
his resurrection; knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified with him, that the body of 
sin might be destroyed, that henceforth we 
should not serve sin; for he that is dead is 
freed from sin. Now if we be dead with 
Christ, we believe that we shall also live with 
him; knowing that Christ being raised from 
the dead, dieth no more; death hath no more 
dominion over him. For in that he died, 
he died unto sin once; but in that he liveth, 
he liveth unto God. Likewise reckon ye 
also yourselves to be dead indeed unto sin, 
but alive unto God, through Jesus Christ our 
Lord.

t^NOW ye not that to whom ye yield your- 
selves servants to obey, his servants ye 
are to whom ye obey; whether of sin unto 
death, or of obedience unto righteousness? 
But God be thanked, that ye were the serv- 
ants of sin, but ye have obeyed from the heart 
that form of doctrine which was delivered 
you. Being then made free from sin, ye 
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became the servants of righteousness. I 
speak after the manner of men, because of 
the infirmity of your flesh. For as ye have 
yielded your members servants to unclean- 
ness and to iniquity, unto iniquity; even so 
now yield your members servants to right- 
eousness, unto holiness. For when ye were 
the servants of sin, ye were free from right- 
eousness. What fruit had ye then in those 
things whereof ye are now ashamed? for the 
end of those things is death. But now, being 
made free from sin, and become servants to 
God, ye have your fruit unto holiness, and 
the end everlasting life. For the wages of 
sin is death; but the gift of God is eternal 
life, through Jesus Christ our Lord.

And then will I profess unto them, I never 
knew you; depart from me, ye that work 
iniquity. Therefore whosoever heareth these 
sayings of mine, and doeth them, I will liken 
him unto a wise man, which built his house 
upon a rock; and the rain descended, and 
the floods came, and the winds blew, and 
beat upon that house, and it fell not; for it 
was founded upon a rock. And every one 
that heareth these sayings of mine, and doeth 
them not, shall be likened unto a foolish 
man, which built his house upon the sand; 
and the rain descended, and the floods came, 
and the winds blew, and beat upon that house, 
and it fell; and great was the fall of 'it. And 
it came to pass, when Jesus had ended these 
sayings, the people were astonished at his 
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doctrine; for he taught them as one having 
authority, and not as the scribes.

gRETHREN, we are debtors, not to the 
flesh, to live after the flesh; for if ye live 
after the flesh, ye shall die; but if ye, through 
the Spirit, do mortify the deeds of the body, 
ye shall live. For as many as are led by the 
Spirit of God, they are the sons of God. For 
ye have not received the spirit of bondage 
again to fear; but ye have received the spirit 
of adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 
The Spirit itself beareth witness with our 
spirit that we are the children of God. And 
if children, then heirs; heirs of God, and 
joint heirs with Christ; if so be that we suf- 
fer with him, that we may be also glorified 
together.

So he 
called every one of his lord's debtors unto 
him, and said unto the first, How much 
owest thou unto my lord? And he said. An 
hundred measures of oil. And he said unto 
him, Take thy bill, and sit down quickly, 
and write fifty. Then said he to another. 
And how much owest thou? And he said. 
An hundred measures of wheat. And he 
said unto him. Take thy bill, and write four- 
score. And the lord commended the unjust 
steward, because he had done wisely; for 
the children of this world are in their genera- 
tion wiser than the children of light. And I 
say unto you. Make to yourselves friends of 
the mammon of unrighteousness; that when 
ye fail, they may receive you into everlasting 
habitations. 
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THE EPISTLE. 
Gal. vi. I. 

"DRETHREN, if a man be overtaken in a 
fault, ye which are spiritual, restore such 
an one in the spirit of meekness ; considering 
thyself, lest thou also be tempted. Bear ye 
one another's burdens, and so fulfil the law 
of Christ. For if a man think himself to be 
something, when he is nothing, he deceiveth 
himself. But let every man prove his own 
work, and then shall he have rejoicing in 
himself alone, and not in another. For every 
man shall bear his own burden. Let him 
that is taught in the word, communicate unto 
him that teacheth in all good things. Be not 
deceived; God is not mocked; for whatso- 
ever a man soweth, that shall he also reap. 
For he that soweth to his flesh, shall of the 
flesh reap corruption; but he that soweth to 
the Spirit, shall of the Spirit reap life ever- 
lasting.

And 
the publican, standing afar off, would not lift 
up so much as his eyes unto heaven, but 
smote upon his breast, saying, God be merci- 
ful to me a sinner. I tell you, this man went 
down to his house justified rather than the 
other; for every one that exalteth himself 
shall be abased; and he that humbleth him- 
self shall be exalted.

"DRETHREN, I declare unto you the gos- 
pel which I preached unto you, which 
also ye have received, and wherein ye stand; 
by which also ye are saved, if ye keep in 
memory what I preached unto you, unless ye 
have believed in vain. For I delivered unto 
you, first of all, that which I also received, 
how that Christ died for our sins, according

to the Scriptures; and that he was buried; 
and that he rose again the third day according 
to the Scriptures; and that he was seen of 
Cephas; then of the twelve. After that, he 
was seen of above five hundred brethren at 
once; of whom the greater part remain unto 
this present, but some are fallen asleep. 
After that, he was seen of James; then of all 
the apostles. And last of all he was seen of 
me also, as of one bom out of due time. For 
I am the least of the apostles, that am not 
meet to be called an apostle, because I perse- 
cuted the Church of God. But by the grace 
of God I am what I am; and his grace which 
was bestowed upon me, was not in vain ; but 
I labored more abundantly than they all; 
yet not I, but the grace of God which was 
with me. Therefore, whether it were I or 
they, so we preach, and so ye believed.

But a certain Samaritan, as 
he journeyed, came where he was; and when 
he saw him, he had compassion on him, and 
went to him, and bound up his wounds, pour- 
ing in oil and wine, and set him on his own 
beast, and brought him to an inn, and took 
care of him. And on the morrow, when he 
departed, he took out two pence, and gave 
them to the host, and said unto him, Take 
care of him, and whatsoever thou spendest 
more, when I come again, I will repay thee.

Wherefore, if God so clothe 
the grass of the field, which to-day is, and to- 
morrow is cast into the oven, shall he not much 
more clothe you, Q ye of little faith? There- 
fore take no thought, saying. What shall we 
eat? or, what shall we drink? or, wherewithal 
shall we be clothed? (for after all these things 
do the Gentiles seek,) for your Heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have need of all these 
things. But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness, and all these 
things shall be added unto you. Take there- 
fore no thought for the morrow; for the mor- 
row shall take thought for the things of itself. 
Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof.

For whosoever ex- 
alteth himself shall be abased; and he that 
humbleth himself shall be exalted.

And no man was able to 
answer him a word, neither durst any man, 
from that day forth, ask him any more 
questions.

Let 
him that stole, steal no more; but rather let 
him labor, working with his hands the thing 
which is good that he may have to give to 
him that needeth. Let no corrupt communi- 
cation proceed out of your mouth, but that 
which is good to the use of edifying, that it 
may minister grace unto the hearers. And 
grieve not the holy Spirit of God, whereby ye 
are sealed unto the day of redemption. Let 
all bitterness, and wrath, and anger, and 
clamor, and evil speaking, be put away from 
you, with all malice. And be ye kind one to 
another, tenderhearted, forgiving one an- 
other, even as God for Christ's sake hath 
forgiven you.

And when the king came in to 
see the guests, he saw there a man which had 
not on a wedding garment. And he saith 
unto him. Friend, how camest thou in hither, 
not having a wedding garment? And he was 
speechless. Then said the king to the serv-

ants, Bind him hand and foot, and take him 
away, and cast him into outer darkness;

Therefore is the 
kingdom of heaven likened unto a certain king, 
which would take account of his servants. 
And when he had begun to reckon, one was 
brought unto him, which owed him ten thou- 
sand talents. But forasmuch as he had not 
to pay, his lord commanded him to be sold, 
and his wife and children, and all that he had, 
and payment to be made. The servant 
therefore fell down and worshipped him, 
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saying, Lord, have patience with me, and I 
will pay thee all. Then the lord of that 
servant was moved with compassion, and 
loosed him, and forgave him the debt. But 
the same servant went out, and found one of 
his fellow-servants, which owed him an hun- 
dred pence; and he laid hands on him, and 
took him by the throat, saying, Pay me that 
thou owest. And his fellow-servant fell 
down at his feet, and besought him, saying. 
Have patience with me, and I will pay thee 
alL And he would not; but went and cast 
him into prison, till he should pay the debt. 
So when his fellow-servants saw what was 
done, they were very sorry, and came and 
told unto their lord all that was done. Then 
his lord, after that he had called him, said 
unto him, O thou wicked servant, I forgave 
thee all that debt, because thou desiredst me; 
shouldest not thou also have had compassion 
on thy fellow-servant, even as I had pity on 
thee? And his lord was wroth, and de- 
livered him to the tormentors, till he should 
pay all that was due unto him. So likewise 
shall my heavenly Father do also unto you, 
if ye from your hearts forgive not every one 
his brother their trespasses.

T THANK my God upon every remembrance 

of you, always, in every prayer of mine for 

you all, making request with joy, for your 
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fellowship in the gospel, from the first day 
until now; being confident of this very thing, 
that he which hath begun a good work in you, 
will perform it until the day of Jesus Christ;

"VT'E who do truly and earnestly repent you 
of your sins, and are in love and charity 
with your neighbors, and intend to follow 
the commandments of God and walk from 
henceforth in his holy ways, draw near with 
faith, and take this holy ordinance to your 
comfort, and make your humble confession 
to Almighty God, saying with me:

Judge 
of all men ; We acknowledge and bewail our 
manifold sins, which we from time to time 
most grievously have committed, by thought, 
word, and deed, against thy Divine Majesty.

When all have received the Communion, a Psalm or Hymn 
may he sung; and, this ended, the following Prayers 
shall he said:

"D EH OLD, gracious Lord, I come to thy 
table, as one who is sick, to the great 
Physician. Let me worthily receive these 
elements of bread and wine, and fill me, O 
Lord, with that spiritual food, the body and 
blood of Christ, of which these are the out- 
ward signs; that so evil affections may die 
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in me, and all things belonging to the Spirit 
may live and grow in me, and I be preserved 
in body and soul, and saved from the second 
death, and nourished unto eternal life, through 
him who loved me and gave himself for me, 
thy dear Son Jesus Christ. Amen, 

Meditation after Communing, 

'M'OW that I have commemorated my Master 
and Saviour according to his own gracious 
invitation, let me meditate on the meaning of 
these words of Jesus, when he said. Whoso 
eateth my flesh and drinketh my blood, hath 
eternal life, and I will raise him up at the last 
day. For my flesh. is meat indeed, and my 
blood is drink indeed. He that eateth my 
flesh, and drinketh my blood, dwelleth in 
me, and I in him. 

I trust that in this commemoration of my 
Lord, I have partaken of his own life, which 
is spiritual, sacred, and eternal. I trust that 
his doctrine and example are within me, and 
that neither things present nor things to come 
will dissolve the divine fellowship between 
him the blessed Master and me his humble 
disciple. 

Prayer, 

A ND to thee, O God, my Father, do I give 

thanks for this holy communion. Grant 

that it may never turn to my judgment and 

condemnation, but that it may be, together 

with my other spiritual privileges, health and 
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recovery under all weakness and infirmities; 
safety and defence against all the attacks 
of my spiritual enemies; vigor and strength 
to all my good purposes and resolutions; 
comfort and support under all the afflictions 
and calamities of life; assistance and direc- 
tion under all difficulties and doubts; courage 
and constancy under all dangers and persecu- 
tions, in times of sickness, and in the hour 
of death. And be thou, O God, my Father, 
alway with me. Grant me pardon and peace 
in this life, mercy and favor at the day of 
judgment, and a never-fading crown of 
glory in thy heavenly kingdom. These things, 
for myself and for others, I devoutly ask in 
the name of Jesus Christ thy blessed Son our 
Lord.

ALL flesh is grass, and all the goodliness 
thereof is as the flower of the field : The 
grass withereth, the flower fadeth: but the 
word of our God shall stand forever. Isa, 
xl. 6-8. 

LIKE as a father pitieth his children, so the 
Lord pitieth them that fear him. For 
he knoweth our frame; he remembereth that 
we are dust. Psalm ciii. 13, 14. 

WE brought nothing into this world, and 
it is certain that we can carry nothing 
out. The Lord gave, and the Lord hath 
taken away: Blessed be the name of the 
Lord! I Tim, vi. 7; Job i. 21. 

The following Selections^ or a portion of them^ may then 
he read as a Scripture Lesson. 

LORD, make me to know mine end, and 
the measure of my days, that I may know 
how frail I am. 
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Behold thou hast made my days as it were 
a span long, and mine age is even as nothing 
in respect of thee.

For a thousand years in thy sight are but 
as yesterday when it is past, and as a watch 
in the night. 

Thou carriest them away as with a flood; 
they are as a sleep; in the morning they are 
like grass which groweth up. 

In the morning it flourisheth, and groweth 
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up; in the evening it is cut down, and with- 
ereth. 

The days of our years are threescore years 
and ten; and if by reason of strength they 
be fourscore years, yet is their strength, labor 
and sorrow; for it is soon cut off and we fly 
away. 

So teach us to number our days, that we 
may apply our hearts unto wisdom. Psalm xc. 

T^HE Lord is my shepherd ; I shall not want. 
He maketh me to lie down in green pas- 
tures: he leadeth me beside the still waters. 

He restoreth my soul: he leadeth me in 
the paths of righteousness for his name's sake. 

Yea, though I walk through the valley of 
the shadow of death, I will fear no evil: for 
thou art with me; thy rod and thy staff they 
comfort me. 

Thou preparest a table before me in the 
presence of mine enemies; thou anointest 
my head with oil; my cup runneth over. 

Surely goodness and mercy shall follow 
me all the days of my life; and I will dwell 
in the house of the Lord for ever. Psalm 
xxiii. 

T^HOU shalt not be afraid for the terror by 
night; nor for the arrow that flieth by 
day; nor for the pestilence that walketh in 
darkness; nor for the destruction that wasteth 
at noonday. For he shall give his angels 
charge over thee, to keep thee in all thy ways. 
Psalm xci. 5, 6. 
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T ET not your heart be troubled : ye believe 
in God, believe also in me. In my 
Father's house are many mansions: if it 
were not so, I would have told you. I go 
to prepare a place for you. And if I go and 
prepare a place for you, I will come again 
and receive you unto myself; that where I 
am, there ye may be also. And whither I 
go ye know, and the way ye know. I am 
the way, and the truth, and the life: I will 
not leave you comfortless: I will come to 
you. Yet a little while, and the world seeth 
me no more; but ye see me: because I live, 
ye shall live also. Peace I leave with you, 
my peace I give unto you: not as the world 
giveth, give I unto you. Let not your heart 
be troubled, neither let it be afraid. St. 
John xiv. 

'I^E know that, if our earthly house of this 
tabernacle were dissolved, we have a 
building of God, a house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens. 2 Cor. v. i. 

T^HE Spirit itself beareth witness with 
our spirit, that we are the children of 
God: and if children, then heirs; heirs of 
God, and joint heirs with Christ; if so be 
that we suffer with him, that we may be also 
glorified together. For I reckon that the 
sufferings of this present time are not worthy 
to be compared with the glory which shall be 
revealed in us. Rom. viii. 16-18. 
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'I^E know that all things work together for 
good to them that love God. For I 
am persuaded that neither death, nor life, 
nor angels, nor principalities, nor powers, nor 
things present, nor things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be 
able to separate us from the love of God, 
which is in Christ Jesus our Lord. Rom. 
viii. 28, 38, 39. 

TF in this life only we have hope in Christ, 
we are of all men most miserable. But 
now is Christ risen from the dead and become 
the firstfruits of them that slept. For since 
by man came death, by man came also the 
resurrection of the dead. 

There is a natural body, and there is a 
spiritual body. And so it is written. The first 
man Adam was made a living soul; the last 
Adam was made a quickening spirit. How- 
beit that was not first which is spiritual, but 
that which is natural; and afterward that 
which is spiritual. The first man is of the 
earth, earthy; the second man is the Lord 
from heaven. As is the earthy, such are 
they also that are earthy; and as is the 
heavenly, such are they also that are heavenly. 
And as we have borne the image of the earthy, 
we shall also bear the image of the heavenly. 
Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom of God. Behold, 
I show you a mystery; we shall not all sleep, 
but we shall all be changed.
